CCA  Executive  Committee 

At  today’s  Executive  Committee  meeting,  members  heard  from  Deputy  Chief 
Robert  Arcos  from  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  (LAPD)  about  homeless 
engagement  teams.  And  Jessica  Lall,  CCA’s  President  &  CEO,  provided  a 
100-day  update  about  CCA’s  vision  for  the  future. 

Deputy  Chief  Arcos  shared  the  real  challenges  LAPD  officers  face  when  working 
with  homeless  individuals  and  how  the  SMART,  RESET  and  HOPE  teams  are 
helpful.  These  are  multi-disciplinary  teams  that  have  experts  on  engaging  mentally 
ill  and  substance-addicted  people.  The  teams  also  have  benefit  experts  who  can 
assist  homeless  individuals  get  connected  to  housing,  services  and  other 
resources.  Some  teams  also  have  representatives  from  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 
Sanitation  Department  to  assist  with  bulky  items  and  encampments,  as  well 
as  enforcement  actions  for  blocked  entrances  and  exits.  Deputy  Chief  Arcos 
engaged  CCA  members  and  asked  them  to  be  the  eyes  and  ears  for  the  LAPD.  He 
shared  that  LAPD  deploys  these  teams  based  on  data  driven  by  calls  to  31 1  and 
Council  office  requests. 

Jessica  provided  a  dynamic  presentation  regarding  new  initiatives  and  strategies 
that  CCA  is  leading  to  enhance  Downtown’s  vibrancy  and  increase  investment  in 
the  region.  She  shared  with  members  a  new  mission  statement,  member  survey 
results,  draft  advocacy  priorities  and  new  strategies  that  are  being  activated.  The 
full  presentation  is  available  for  viewing  at  ccala.org/update  and  a  video  of  the 
presentation  will  also  be  posted  on  our  website  in  the  next  few  days.

In  the  first  1 00  days,  there  has  been  significant  progress  made  at  building  the 
organization's  staff,  engaging  in  long-range  visioning  and  expanding  the 
Management  and  Operations  Board.  CCA  is  also  looking  for  new  office  space  and 
to  hire  a  consultant  to  create  a  strategic  plan.  We  welcome  member 
recommendations  regarding  office  space  and  strategic  plan  consultant 
suggestions. 

It  has  been  a  productive  first  quarter  at  CCA,  and  Jessica  shared  with  members 
what  they  can  expect  for  the  next  quarter.  We  have  instituted  many  member-driven 
changes  in  order  to  increase  membership  value,  including  hosting  intimate 
gatherings  with  thought-leaders  for  Premier  and  Executive  Level  members, 
enhancing  programming  with  more  diverse  speakers,  forming  new  partnerships 
with  like-minded  organizations  and  creating  more  policy-based  content.  CCA  is 
also  reinvigorating  Downtown  Works,  a  nonprofit  organization  that  can  be  used  for 
grant  making  to  address  the  issues  that  matter  most  to  DTLA.  Members  should 
submit  ideas  regarding  possible  grant  opportunities  for  Downtown  Works. 

Jessica  ended  the  100-day  report  by  thanking  CCA  members  for  their  incredible 
support.  We  recognize  members  are  the  lifeblood  of  CCA  and  we  are  always 
looking  for  ways  to  create  more  value.  CCA  will  continue  to  engage  our  members 
on  how  we  can  work  together  towards  creating  a  more  connected  community.

<  CCA  IN  ACTION 


This  week,  CCA  spoke  at  the  Housing 
Committee  regarding  amendments  to 
the  Rent  Stabilization  Ordinance 
(RSO).  Currently,  when  replacing  units 
subject  to  the  RSO  and  within  five 
years  of  removal  from  the  market,  the 
RSO  requires  the  replacement  of  rent 
stabilized  units  on  a  one-for-one  basis 
or  20%  of  the  new  project  must  be 
affordable  housing,  whichever  is  less. 
The  proposed  amendment  calls  for 
one-for-one  replacement  or  20% 
affordable  housing,  whichever  is 
greater.  CCA  stated  that  this  was  a 
significant  policy  shift  and  that  there 
were  many  unanswered  questions.  We 
shared  that  there  is  no  vesting 
language  to  protect  projects  that  are  in 
the  queue.  And  we  expressed  concern 
about  the  impact  on  larger  residential 
projects.  Despite  our  advocacy,  the 
committee  unanimously  adopted  the 
amendments  and  the  item  is  now 
pending  at  City  Council.
